WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Col. George 
W, Goethals said that barring unfore- 
geen accidents, the Panama Canal will 
be open for merchant ships July 1. The

The reports of 
all experts consulted are usually open 
for public inspection before the bonds 
are offered for sale.”

proach. 

rie is a member of the joint Confer- 
ence Committee of the House and Coun- 
cil, which was. appointed to reconci'e 
the differences of the two houses 46a 
the Hines bill. In the public hearings 
held by this committee Hall has be n 
an able lieutenant of James J. (Jig- 
gers) Gallagher, a Democrat, who has 
been the spokesman for the promoters 
of the A. & M. grab. 

Hall bas taken a pronounced stand 
against the Reber approach, although 
the voters in his ward in twe Sut of 
three Wend issue elections have given 
large majorities in favor of bonds for 
the Reber approach, In the 1911 elec- 
tion the vote was 1270 for the bonds and 
1020 against them. In the special elec- 
tion in, August, 1912, the majority was 
even larger, lacking only 168 votes of 
being two-thirds. It was 1650 for tre 
bonds and 1168 against them. In Noven- 
ber, 1912, whén the issue of the Southern 
Traction franchise was injected into tne 
campaign, the vote was 2432 for the 
bonds and 2700 against them. 

Progressive business men living in 
the ward, in statements to a Post-Dis- 
patch, reporter, say that now the ward 
undoubtedly would give a two-thirds 
majority for bonds to build the Reber 
approach.

Thaw to bail pending the disposition of 
his case by the Federal courts. 

The opening argument on the habeus 
corpus petition was made by former 
Gov, Stone of Pennsylvania, who held 
that his client was not subject to extra- 
dition on the charge in the indictment 
found against him in New York. 

Stone said that the indictment did not 
charge an overt act or crime, but the 
Court pointed out that Gov. Glynn’s 
requisition charged Thaw with the crime 
of conspiracy. 

Thaw appeared at the hearing in com- 
pany with his mother, Mrs. Mary Cope- 
ley Thaw; his sister, Mrs. Whitney, the 
latter’s husband, ana the two officers 
who are responsible for his safekeep- 
ing.

FOUND TO BE DEFECTIVE 


Mother Says Youth Was at 
Home When Sergeant’s 
Daughter Was Accosted. 


It became known Friday. on investiga- 
tion. by a Post-Dispatch reporter, that 
Fred Zimmerman, 17 years old, of 4564 
Easton avenue, who had been arrested 
and held by the police upon an alleged 
written confession that he attacked 
year-old Loretta Stephensmeier of 1724 
North Taylor avenue, on the night of 
Feb. 4, was released and set clear of 
all responsibility one week ago. 

After his arrest, Feb. 6, young Zim- 
merman was taken te the Deer Street 
Station and a confession was obtained 
from the youth, who immediately aft- 
He gaid he 
had been frightened by detectives into 
saying, ‘Yes, I did it,” after being led 
te believe such a statement would make 
it easier for him to obtain freedom. He 
also said he was slapped itn the face by 
one of the detectives. 

Fallerton Releases Him. 

‘The boy was sent to the observation 
ward of the city hospital, where alien- 
ists declared he was mentally defective. 
He then was transferred to the prison- 
ers’ ward and the custody of Chief Pro- 
bation Officer Fullerton, who promptly 
released him, seeing nhothing on which 
he could hold his prisoner. The youth 
‘was allowed to return to his home, the 
police having no further evidence 
against him. 

At his home the boy told his story ef 
the affair. He said that at 38:30 p. m. 
the evening of Feb. 4 he went to John 
Crowley's newstand at 4578 Easton ave- 
nue, and from there to Engine com- 
pany No. 77, 4571 Baston avenue, where 
he joined two boy friends, Meyer Fish- 
man of 4007 Evans avenue and Frank 
Tighe Jr..of #422 North Taylor avenue. 

He said the three remained in the 
engine house until after a fire alarm 
came in, and at 8:45 separated, each 
gotng to his home. The Fishmaa and 
Tighe boys both corroborated this. - 

Young Zimmerman said he was at 
home et 8:50 p. m., and his mother, 
Mrs. Louise Zimmerman, said she knew 
this was true because she had occasion 
t set an alarm clock at that time, 
when her sén was reading. and other 
members of the family confirmed this. 

The attack upon the Stephensmeier 
child, a daughter of Police Sergeant 
Btephensmeler of the Dayton street dis- 
trict, occurred in an alley near Marcus 
end Easton avermes between 9 and 10:15 
Pp. m. 

Mrs. Zimmerman said her son was in 
bed by 10 p. m. 

Says Detective Slapped Him. 

The youth said when he denied his 
guilt at the station, where he was taken 
efter the police had been informed that 
he and other boys were seen in the 
neighborhood about the time of the at- 
tack, the officers wouldn't believe him 
and said, “We've got the fellow, all 
right,” and dne of them slapped his 
face, saying if he would admit his guilt 
it weuld go much easier with him and 
he might get off. 

‘Then I said I did 4t,’’ the boy related, 
“put I never signed any confession, and 
when I tried later to tell why I had 
sald. it, they wouldn't let me talk.”’ 

Potiee officers at the Deer street sta- 
tion denied Friday night that ‘the boy 
had been abused or “‘browbeaten’’ into 
a confession. Acting Desk Sergeant 
MoCormick said he did not at the time 
believe the boy was gulity and could 
not account for his confession.

Councj! Bluffs Man Visits Grayce 
Maudean Jones, Who Failed 
to Pay Him. 


HE APOLOGIZES TO HER 

She Weeps as She Says She 

Did Not Intend WrongwWill 
Restore His Property. 


Emil H. Leffert, a jewelr, came from 
Council Bluffs, Io., Friday afternoon, to 
see Grayce Maudean Jones, a prisoner 
in the city hospital, who is charged witn 


being a fugitive from justice, for having 
taken jewelry from Leffert without 
making any payment. 

When Leffert entered the solitary ‘con- 
finement ward, Mies Jones burst into 
tears. She told Leffert she never had 
any intentien of running away with his 
jewelry, but left Shenandoah, Io., in a 
hurry to avoid appearing as a witness 
in a divorce case there. 

After Leffert heard her story, he 
apologized for having caused her arrest 
and trouble, but explained he was no+ 
acquainted with the cause for her sud- 
den disappearance from Shenandoah. He 
told Miss Jones he would confer with 
her attorneys and arrange for her re- 
lease from the hospital Saturday. 

Leffert and the detectives who accom- 
panied him to the hospital inquired as 
to the whereabouts of an amethyst 
brooch and a string of pearls, which 
Leffert ‘says were obtained from him 
and not paid for. Mis Jones told the de- 
tectives they would find these in a 
steamer trunk that had been taken from 
her room when she was arrested, 

Leffert assured Miss Jones he would 
not push prosecution if he obtained the 
jewels that he sought. 

Her fiance, Joseph Schnelder, a clerk 
in a drug store at Olive street and New- 
stead avenue, engaged lawyers for her. 

Miss Jones is suffereng from spinal 
tuberculosis, and although unable to 
walk, is strapped by one ankle to her 
cot, in the solitary confinement ward. 
where as an added precaution against 
escape, she is watched by a guard. 

The young woman, who is the owner 
of many gewns and hats. and who came 
to St. Louis last November from Shen- 
andoah, Io., was arrested Wednesday 
in her room at 588 Washington ave- 
nue. The arrest was made on a dec- 
laration by the Pinkerton detecttve 
agency that she was wanted in Council 
Bluffs, Io., for taking three diamond 
lings, valued at $760, from Emil Lef- 
fert, a jeweler. 

She gave up three rings at the time 
of the arrest. Her story of the affair 
is that she thought a man in Shenar- 
doah, with whom she says she had ex- 
tensive financial dealings, and whose 
wife named her as correspondent in a di- 
vorce suit, was going to pay for the 
rings. 

Basket of Fruit for Her. 

She was told by her lawyers that Lef- 
fert was expected to reach St 4, ie 
Friday evening. She said she wouhi 
ask that the jeweler call to see her as 
soon as he should reach the city. She 
expressed the belief that she could 
make an explanation satisfactory to 
him. 3 
A basket of fruit, Schneider's gift, was 
delivered to Miss Jones at the hospital. 
He called at the hospital Thursday and 
the two wept together over the young 
woman's predicament. Both say they 
will be married if Miss Jone can o»- 
tain her freedom and can recover from 
her illness.

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IN NEW TREATMENT. 
PALLED A SUCCESS 


Dr. Elis Bonine of «Polyclinic 
Hospital, New York, Tells of 
Effective Dosage. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—More than fifty 
physicians have received their first les- 
sons in the treatment of tuberculosis 
with Koch’s tuberculin by an improved 
method at the Polyclinic Hospital, the 
first medical institution in the United 
States to provide a course of instruction 
in the use of this remedy. , 

Under supervision of Dr. John A. 
Wyeth, former president of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and president 
of the Polyclinic Hospital, the course 
was begun by Dr. Ellis Bonine, who 
has had a record of success in the 
treatment of cases of lung, bone and 
giand tuberculosis at the hospital during 
the last 18 months. ; 

When the tuberculin of the late Dr. 
Robert Koch of Germany was first ad- 
ministered in 1891 it was a fallure. Now, 
however, by the new method of treat- 
ment, Dr. Bonine told his students the 
tuberculin is effective in practically 100 
per cent of cases of bone and gland tu- 
berculosis, It cures 100 per cent of cases 
of tuberculosis of the lungs in the first 
stage and 90 per cent of cases in the 
second stage, he said, but cannot be 
used successfully in the last stage. 
When used during the last stage its ef- 
fect is likely to hasten death, he de- 
clared. 

The reason the remedy was a failure 
during the first years after its discov- 
ery, said he, was that the dosage was 
too great, being from 1,000,000 to 10,000,000 
times as great as the dose now adminis- 
tered. The large dose produced a re- 
action, he stated, which made the dis- 
ease more Virulent than before. : 

During the last 18 months, according to 
Dr. Bonine, he has cured about 100 bone 
and gland cases at the: polyclinie hos- 
pital. This institution specializes . oa 
surgical cases, and for this reason fewer 
cases of consumption of the lungs have 
been treated. Dr. Bonine is also cred- 
ited at. the hospital with having cured 
with tuberculin nine cases of tubercu- 
losis of the lungs at the institution and 
more than 30 patients whom he treated 
privately. 

Now, since the course of “instruction 
has been started, treatment will be giv- 
en to all sufferers from tuberculosis of 
the lungs who apply for it. When Dr. 
Bonine was warned that such an an- 
nouncement would be certain to bring an 
army of patients to the polyclinic hos- 
pital, he replied: 

‘‘That is all right. Let them come. 
We will treat them all. Those in the 
first and second stages of consumption 
will receive the tuberculm and those ir 


ithe third stage will be given such fre- 


lief as medical science now affords. 

“What is now being attempted is to 
get the general practitioner to use the 
femedy. The measurement of dosage is 
one of, the most essential things to the 
treatment. You can see, when the dose 


of a milligramme, what care is neces- 
sary. 

“The treatment cures cugable cases 
within a period of from four to seven 
months. The cure is practically certain 
except where the bodily structure is 
wasted so that it can no longer per- 
form its functions. In the third stage. 
where the lungs are practically gone, \it 
geems impossible to make the dose so 
minute that no reaction follows. A re- 
action in such cases, of course, hastens 
death.

Its only effect is to 
make the gland suppurate sooner than 
it otherwise would, but the suppura- 
tion would Come sooner or later any- 
way, and when the presence of the dis- 
ease is thus detected it can be treated. 
If the suspicion of giand tuberculosis 
is unfounded, the injection of the tu- 
berculin has no bad results whatever.”

Jury Reverses Finding in Auto

A jury in Circuit Judge Taylor's court

ANARCHY IN THE CITY HALL. 


From Reedy’s Mirror. 

St. Louis’ city government sets the example of 
law-breaking by breaking its own laws. The 
Municipal Assembly passed an crdinance, signed 
by Mayor Kreismann June 27, 1912, adopting the 
Reber approach for the new city bridge. Yet Feb- 
ruary, 1914, finds the Municipal Assembly dead- 
locked over a proposition to adopt another ap- 
proach, without taking the ‘trouble to repeal the 
ordinance by which the Reber approach was 
adopted. This is either sheer igndrant stupidity 


which stamps its perpetrators as incompetent to} 


legislate for the city, or it is brazen lawlessness, 
which equally stamps them as unfit to be trusted 
with the management of public affairs. If the A. 
& M. approach is to be adopted, the Reber ap- 
proach ordinance must first ‘be repealed. And 
since there is not a ghost of a chance “that the 
people wil give a two-thirds majority for the A. 
& M. approach bonds, costing $1,560,000 more than 
the Reber approach, why waste time submitting 
the A. & M. proposition? Its submission will be 
clear proof that the powers controlling the As- 
sembly’s action do not want the city bridge com- 
pleted at all; or that they hope, after the bonds 
have been once more defeated, to accept the Reber 
approach on condition that the city give them 
new franchise or other special privileges now 
withheld. .' 

In a word, the action of the Assembly is either 
ineonceivably stupid, or it is sinister. ‘Some of 
the Assemblymen responsible for this anarchic 
procedure may be stupid, others certainly are not.

New Structure to Be Erected on 
Long Island Estate Where 
Country -House Was Destroyed. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 0.—Mrs. William 
K. Vanderbilt will build a new 60-room 
country place in the Wheatley Hills 
section of Long Island to replace the 


one which was destroyed by fire 
Wednesday, at a loss of $350,000, it has 
been announced. It is believed, how- 
ever, that she will select another spur 
on her estate. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt bought more than 
200 acres of property on both. sides of 
the Cedar Swamp road to surround her 
new house. Small farms had occupie | 
the space. One place, a little horel, 
owned by Thomas Mimno, she was not 
able to get for a long time, because his 
figure was too high. But she eventual- 
ly bought this, and within a few days 
it was burned down. 

It may be that her home will be re- 
built upon this site. It is the one she 
criginally chose. Her estate commands 
a view of Long Island Sound and the 
Connecticut shore on the north and the 
Hempstead Plains and adjacent level 
inland territory on the south. 

The fire which destroyed the Vander- 
bilt mansion started from an overheated 
flue, and under ordinary circumstances 
might have been extinguished without
